The defendants replied 
that they had acted in the matter only 
as forwarders, and that the explosive 
material came to them from a Ham- 
burg house wlth instruetions to for- 
ward to Bondman, Neal & Son via 
plaintiff's lines; that they themselves 
were deceived by the descriptive title 
glorain oil, in the manifest, and had no 
knowledge nor suspicion that it was of 
a dangerous character as freight, which 
had passed through their hands in the 
usual course of business. From the. 
judgment rendered, @ is understood 
that it is a definitely settled fact that 
the plaintiffs are entitled to damages, 
but cannot recover their losses from 
the underwriters; but the question is, 
whether the defendants will be ulti- 
mately liable or whether the plaintiffs 
must look to the original shippers at 
Hamburg. It goes to another tribunal 
for argument and devision.
